tions. 
All the Liberals would insist., 
under any circumstances, upon a gen­ 
eral am n esty for all rebels. 
T he gov­ 
e rn m en t at this stage does not think 
of considering any of these tentatively 
suggested proposals. 
T he fact is that 
the palace authorities were Sunday in 
a most 
hopeful mood. 
No advances 
from th e Liberals have yet been made, 
however, th a t are at all likely to be 
considered before tho government suf­ 
fers som e serious reverse and prob­ 
ably not even then. 
All discussion of this sort leads in­ 
evitably to the subject of American in­ 
tervention. 
If the conflict should last 
for a long time, 
intervention Is con­ 
sidered to loom as a tolerably certain 
eventuality. 
If th e government sub­ 
dues the Insurrection 
and chastises, 
wounds or kills m em bers of tile Lib­ 
eral party, the feeling of rancor is ex­ 
pected to continue for years. 
If the 
Insurrectionists prevail it is predicted 
that uncertain conditions are bound to 
continue.

that there Is likely to be any serious 
injury done to the 
party, w hatever 
may h appen to Individuals. 
"Ro far as endorsing 
me Is con 
cerned, that Is not important to a n y ­ 
body except myself, and I shall try lo
